Rev. Henry Lansdell is an 
English missionary, who went to Siberia to visit its hospi¬ 
tals, prisons and mines, to judge personally of their real 
conditions and the condition of criminal and political exiles, 
and especially to disseminate Testaments and other relig¬ 
ious reading to the Russian people ; he met with the most 
cordial co-operation from the Russian government, and 
started from St. Petersburg on his mission armed with let¬ 
ters of introduction from high authorities, which permitted 
him to make the most thorough inspection of all the prisons 
and mines on the route of his journey of 8000 miles, across 
Siberia from the Ural Mountains to the Pacific, and to dis¬ 
tribute in person about 12,000 religious books and about 
44,000 more through the authorities Mr. Lansdell’s ac¬ 
count differs materially from that of other writers. He found 
none of the horrors of prison-life so often described, but 
much to commend in the climate, country and the condition 
of the people, both convicts and otlnrs.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

The following telegram from Mr. Smalley 
appeared in the N. Y. Tribune , March 12: 
“The terms in which The Athenceum announced 
the suspension of negotiations for international 
copyright imply distinctly that President Arthur 
and Mr. Frelinghuysen have no desire to re¬ 
move from America the stigma of treating alien 
authors as pariahs, without legal rights. The 
Athenceum expresses regret, but is not sur¬ 
prised that Mr. Arthur does not share the views 
of Mr. Hayes and Mr. Garfield.” 

The following has been furnished, according 
'to the Associated Press, by the Department of 
State, under date March 13 • “ The statements 
in The Londoyi Athenceum that negotiations for 
a copyright convention between Great Britain 
and the United States had been suspended by 


President Arthur and Mr. Frelinghuysen, are 
incorrect. The state of the negotiations is this : 
A projet for a convention, which had been ap¬ 
proved by leading publishers and authors, was 
submitted to Great Britain, and a counter projet 
has been submitted by Great Britain to the 
United States. Both projets are now in the 
hands of the public printer, and as soon as 
copies can be obtained they will be submitted 
with a view to continuing the negotiations.” 

In connection with this we quote the following 
from The Publishers' Circular [London,] March 
1 : “Our relations with the United States on 
the copyright question formed the subject of a 
question in the House of Commons on Thurs¬ 
day, when Mr. Hinde Palmer asked the Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether 
any further correspondence or negotiation had 
taken place since the issue of Blue Book C 
2870, toward the formation of a Copyright Con¬ 
vention between Great Britain and the United 
States. Sir C. Dilke, in reply, said : * Mr. West, 
on proceeding last autumn to his post as Her 
Majesty’s Minister at Washington, was instruct¬ 
ed to make certain proposals to the Government 
of the United States with the view to the con¬ 
clusion of a copyright Convention. The nego¬ 
tiation is still in progress.’” 


POSTAL MATTERS. 

DECISIONS AFFECTING PUBLISHERS FROM 
JAN. 20 TO FEB. 20, 1882. 

(.From the U. S. Postal Guide , March , 1882.) 

781. Second-class matter should as a rule be 
mailed in a bulk. But copies sent to new sub¬ 
scribers received after the mailing proper has 
been done must of course be sent in varying 
quantities. Postmasters can charge for each 
mailing and require payment at the rate of two 
cents per pound or fraction thereof. 

782. “ This book is respectfully presented to 
A. B. as a token of the high appreciation in 
which he is held by the author, C. D.,” or 
“ Commending this volume to the kind con¬ 
sideration and patronage of A. B. by C. D., 
the author,” or any similar form of such char¬ 
acter may be used as a form of presentation 
under section 231, P. L. & R. 

786. When the blank spaces for prices on a 
printed list are filled in with a hand stamp it 
becomes subject to first-class rates. 

788. The Department holds that amateur 
papers do not come within the contemplation 
of the statutes encouraging the distribution and 
the delivery of newspapers, and that two cents 
a pound being but a small portion of the actual 
cost to the Government for the receiving, trans¬ 
portation, and delivery of papers, the tax upon 
the Treasury for the other portion of the ex¬ 
pense is only justified by regarding newspapers 
as a means of education, and appropriations for 
their support in form of postage are made as 
for schools and colleges. This presumption in 
favor of newspapers as educational instruments 
cannot be indulged in to further the proposed 
publication by amateurs of sheets which at 
best are mere experiments in journalism. If 
their friends desire to encourage amateurs in 
such enterprises, the only method is by sustain¬ 
ing them, under postal rates for third-class 
matter, which compensates the Government for 
handling them, until the paper can be classed 
as a legitimate newspaper containing matter of 
real educational value to the public. 
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CUES TO TIMELY TOPICS. 

Siberia. —Lansdell’s Through Siberia” 
(see “Weekly Record”) contains a bibliog¬ 
raphy of Siberia and a list of works consulted 
or referred to by the author. 

Germany. —S. Baring-Gould’s “Germany, 
Present and Past” (Holt) has an appendix of 
titles of books for the benefit of those who de¬ 
sire to pursue any of the subjects treated in the 
volume. The March number of the Providence 
Library Monthly Reference Lists will contain ref¬ 
erences to “The German Empire.” 

Robert Browning. —The Litei’ary World for 
March 11 may be called a“ Browning Number,” 
in view of the fact that several of its pages are 
devoted to articles on Robert Browning, includ¬ 
ing an interesting account of the English 
Browning Society, by Mr. F. J. Furnivall, and 
a bibliography of Browning’s works. 

.Estheticism. —“ Modern ^Estheticism” is the 
title of an article in the Princeton Review for 
March, which gives an exhaustive definition and 
history of this much-used and misused word, 
but which is rather severe on the “ Wilde 
School.” For references on the subject see the 
Providence Monthly Reference Lists for January. 
Morris’ “ Hopes and Fears for Art” (Roberts) 
is perhaps tlie best book to recommend in this 
direction. 

Historical Literature.— A great want,which 
this office expected to meet on a smaller scale 
by one of its Enclosure Catalogues, has been 
met so thoroughly by Adams’ “ Manual of His¬ 
torical Literature”(seenotein“ Weekly Record”) 
that no bookseller can afford to be without it. 
With this work and Gardiner’s “English History 
for Students” (Holt), which gives a critical ac¬ 
count of the authorities in English history, book¬ 
sellers and librarians will be well equipped for 
guidance in the choice of books for the study of 
history. 

Indexes to Periodical Literature.— The 
Boston Public Library’s Bulletin for January 
contains a valuable list of indexes to periodi¬ 
cal literature in all departments of science. It 
is worth knowing that this library has a card 
index, embracing more than 40,000 titles, to its 
Congressional documents, of which the collec¬ 
tion is believed to be unrivalled. The indefat¬ 
igable “ Q. P. Index,” of Bangor, Maine, has 
just published his first “ annual,” beingan index 
to the International Review , Popular Science , Cen¬ 
tury, Lippincott's , Nation , Atlantic, Living Age , 
Harper's , and the Eclectic, for i88o-’8i. (8vo' 

pap., $1.)— Literary News. 

Acting Plays.—A long-felt want has been 
filled almost simultaneously by the following 
little books: “What Shall we Act?” by M. 
E. James, and published by G. Bell & Sons, 
London (New York : Scribner & Welford. $1). 
One hundred plays best adapted for amateur act¬ 
ing are given, with a slight but sufficient analy¬ 
sis of the action of each play, and notes as to 
time, scenery, costumes, etc. A similar plan 
has been adopted in the “Guide to Selecting 
Plays’’(New York: French & Son), givingisoo 
plays classified according to the number of 
characters, with brief analysis of plot. The 
same pamphlet also contains useful lists of 
plays having a French character, a Scotchman, 
or an Irishman ; of plays suitable for the army 
and for the navy ; of “ temperance ” plays ; of 


“ favorite old comedies ; ” and of plays in which 
there are only male characters. In this con¬ 
nection, reference should also be made to the 
new volume in the series of Appletons’ Homt 
Books, entitled “ Home Amusements,” in which 
the author devotes a couple of chapters to priv¬ 
ate theatricals and tableaux vivants. 

The Monthly Reference Lists.— “ A use¬ 
ful serial,” says the Nation , “ completed its first 
volume : we refer to the Monthly Reference Lists 
issued by the Providence Public Library.- The 
table of contents shows that bibliographical aid 
has been given not only in respect to current 
topics, but in respect to biographical, historical,, 
scientific, literary, and critical subjects of per¬ 
manent interest. . . . They are adapted to any 
locality which contains a public library.” The 
following is the table of contents for 1881, or 
vol. I. (price, with title-page, index, etc., §1) :
